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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
of record fails to teach or render obvious the overall claimed invention of an endoscopic 
stapling assembly for securing tissue internal to the body, utilizing a flexible endoscope, 
comprising: means for securing a staple in a close postion including a backbone made 
of rigid material having a pair of legs slidable over a backside of the staple and 
securable firmly over the closed staple, the legs having inwardly extending protrusions 
engageable in notch or recesses provided in the staple for locking into place over the 
closed staple. Nor does the prior art teach an endoscopic staple and stapler assembly 
for securing tissue internal to the body, comprising: a backbone made of rigid material, 
slidable over a backside of a staple, the staple having notches along the backside to 
guide, accept, and secure the backbone firmly over the staple in a closed position once 
the staple is positioned and closed on desired tissue; and a staple holder component; 
the staple holder component including a pair of formed opposing jaws, opposing edges 
of the jaws being formed to securely hold the staple, the jaws being attached to a drive 
mechanism that opens and closes the jaws. Nor does the prior art teach an endoscopic 
stapling assembly for securing tissue internal to the body, utilizing a flexible endoscope, 
comprising: a backbone member operatively engageable with a staple for securing the 
stapled in a closed position once staple is positioned and closed on desired tissue, the 
backbone member having a pair of legs slidable over a backside of the staple and 
securable firmly over the closed staple; and the backbone member being provided at a 
proximal end with a cutout or recess receiving a pusher member.
